REMARKS

Applicants wish to clarify that Claims 1-6 

actually provide for an "apparatus for electronically processing a check received by a merchant", 

and Claims 7-12 provide for a "method for processing a plurality of accounts receivable checks 

having a same check amount via a location base device associated with a merchant."
